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Messages from your President 


Dear Members, 

With the first six month of the 
financial year almost behind 
us, I think Neerlandia can look 
towards 2012 with a great lot 
of confidence. 

We seemed to have turned the 
corner, in contrast to those 
dire predictions that forecasted 
the demise of our club. 

I am very well aware that 
some warning bells have been ringing loud and clear 
during the last few years. 

Our aging members still support us by keeping their 
membership up to date, but their visits to the clubhouse 
have been diminishing as well as the spending per head. 
In recent times many of the Dutch Associations in WA 
have folded such as NESWA, NESA, the Hollandia 
Choir and the last one to fold was the Handwerk Club. 

In addition to this the Clogdancers only have two 
performing members left and the Sandgropers have no 
longer a Carnaval Prins or Princess and are in recess, 
hoping for better times that may or may not come! 

The only Associations that seem to do well are the Dutch 
Singers, our own Neerlandia and to a lesser extend the 
Card Clubs. 

Why is this so, you may very well ask. Following is a 
very simple explanation. 

These organisations were prepared to broaden their 
horizons and to look outside the square so to speak, to 
throw old fashioned ideas, traditions and old concepts out 
of the window and they were prepared to take risks to 
encourage growth. 

Just because things have been done a certain way during 
the last umpteenth years, it does not mean that those 
ideas cannot and should not be altered or thrown out. 

Any Dutch organization that is formed by the migrants of 
the 50’s and that is not prepared to change is doomed. 
Neerlandia is on the right track and I am greatly 
encouraged by all the signs. On Friday evening the 28th 
of October there were quite a few families with children 
that attended the EoMD, this is something which we have 
not seen for over twenty years. (Of course besides Saint 
Nicholas Day). 

Building activity in the Library: 

The DACWA downstairs office is occupied by three 
office staff and they were desperate for some more office 
space. 

Following discussions with DACWA, a plan for minor 
renovations was agreed upon. The builder has already 
completed this extension into the Library. 

This work will achieve the following: It will give more 
office space for the DACWA staff and give them some 
much needed overhead storage space for archives etc. For 
Neerlandia this meant repositioning the bookcases; gives 
us an opportunity to redecorate the area and make it less 
cluttered; freeing up shelf space in the storage room next 
to the library.

‘CARING FOR OLDER AUSTRALIANS’ Final Report 

In a previous DACWA newsletter, I wrote an article about the draft report into Caring for Older Australians. 
The Productivity Commission’s inquiry was launched because of the social and economic challenges 
Australia is facing at present, due to the increasing ageing population. Over the next 40 years, the number 
of Australians aged 85 and over - the major users of aged care services - is projected to more than quad¬ 
ruple, from around 0.4 million in 2010 to 1.8 million by 2050 (Productivity Commission, 2011). 

In June 2011, the final Productivity Commission Inquiry Report was published. It is an extensive report in 
two volumes. Volume One contains an overview, recommendations, a summary of proposals and chapter 
1 to 5. Volume 2 contains chapters 6 to 17, an appendix and references. The inquiry looks at both 
community and residential care, with added emphasis on Aboriginal people and people from Culturally 
and Linguistically Diverse (CALD) backgrounds, i.e. the clients of DACWA. The vast scope of the in¬ 
quiry encompasses financial and workforce aspects, frameworks for assessing aged care, quality of care 
and support, catering for diversity, informal carers and volunteers, and age-friendly housing and retirement 
villages, to name a few. 

Altogether the report takes up around 600 pages, and a lot of time, effort and energy was obviously invest¬ 
ed in it. Let’s hope that the government will act on this report, and that some real improvements will be 
made in the not too distant future. A spare copy is located in DACWA’s office, and we invite you to peruse 
this document, which is also available online (www.pc.gov.au).

CHAIRMAN'S ANNUAL REPORT FOR THE 2010 / 2011 AGM 

Welcome Ladies and Gentleman to our Annual General Meeting for Dutch Aged Care for 2011, it is my pleasure to 
report on the year just passed. 

This will be a brief overview of events during the year, with more detailed reporting from the CareTeam Manager and 
the CVS/HVS Coordinator on their day-to-day achievements and activities, on the programs under their control. Let 
me also note on the success of being awarded a further twelve new packages in December 2010, in the CACP 
program with most of those now filled at the time of writing this report. The CVS program has received funding for the 
2011 / 2012 term, but will be subject to ongoing review by the Government sector, our own HVS program totally 
dependent on the goodwill of our members and their donations has been well supported this year, with monies 
received from the two Choirs, the Clogdancers and other private donors. 

The Treasurer will report in more detail on our financial position as such, allow me to make brief comment on our 
improved cash flow from C/wealth funding and Client contributions, offset of course by increased cost in extra staff 
and supportworkers, utility items such as Insurance, travel and Motor Vehicle running costs. The CVS and HVS 
programs rebudgeted to run at a loss and covered from overall cashflow. 

May I take the time here to compliment the Treasurer and the Office Manager on their skill and diligence in managing 
our financial affairs to their high prudential standards. 

As we manage our various clients and pick up new ones, we become aware of many inconsistencies, that do and will 
effect their later life we refer to their legal position, the subject of Wills, Enduring Power of Attorney's and Enduring 
power of Guardianship. As a minimum we recommend all of the above in-our daily contact with our clients and their 
immediate family. 

As a result of questions raised by others within our communities it was deemed to be important to initiate a public 
forum, where these issues could be fully discussed and put to industry leaders and experts in their field. A well 
attended Information Day was held at Neerlandia in April 2011, with guest speakers from Medical, Law, Finance and 
Nursing Home fields, providing their knowledge and expertise, we will hopefully run a similar day next year. 

A sub group sponsored by Dacwa has initiated enquiries into the possibility of Nursing Home / Village proposals, 
initial enquiries have provided a positive response but a lot of work needs to happen before formally approaching the 
government and other interested bodies, anyone interested in supporting such a proposal should contact Dacwa in 
the first instance. 

In closing I wish to thank my fellow Board members and our hardworking staff for all their support, the last few 
months have been tougher than normal but by working closely together we are a great team with enormous 
dedication to the ahead, looking after the welfare of the elderly in our community' Henry Koldenhoven

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Workshops 

In July the Volunteers were treated on a Workshop presented by Australian Hearing, an organization that has sole 
authority under the free hearing scheme. The free hearing scheme started in 1947 to assist the hearing problems of 
war veterans and those who suffered the after-effects of the polio epidemic. Australian Hearing has 80 centers 
Australian wide to assist the hard of hearing. 

The organization’s representative Terry Johns explained how deafness can start, the various degrees of deafness 
and how Australian Hearing can facilitate those suffering from the condition. 

The volunteers were surprised to hear that it takes an average of 6 -10 years before people acknowledge their loss 
of hearing. The years leading up to having a hearing aid fitted are filled with social isolation and tensions in 
relationships as the deafness hinders normal conversations. However, once a hearing aid has been fitted, the world 
opens (again) for the bearer. 

Terry stressed the importance of a hearing aid and advised the listeners to make an effort to hear again. 

Australian Hearing provides free tests and also has an array of different hearing aids through its office of hearing 
services. 

The volunteers were shown hearing aids, which these days are virtually invisible. Eventually the listeners were 
invited to experience the effect of hearing aids and everyone was amazed about the clarity of the sounds coming 
through the aid. The listeners learned about the various sorts and sizes of hearing aids; all these variations depend 
on the individual needs of the individual person. 

Another valuable thing that the volunteers picked up was how to talk to make someone who is hard of hearing 
participate in the conversation. 

There is information available at the DACWA office for those people who want to make contact with Australian 
Hearing. This organization has many support services for the hearing impaired. Hearing tests can be done over the 
phone whereas there is also a number of websites where the community can gather information on the services and 
assistance that Australian Hearing provides. 

A few sources for information are: Australian Hearing www.hearinq.com.au or www.hearinq.com.au/relatedsites for 
more organizations related to hearing problems. 

If you feel that your ability to hear has decreased and if you (sometimes) feel isolated as you are unable to follow a 
general conversation, please don’t be shy and get in touch with Australian Hearing. This organization provides 
Government subsidized services and the latest digital hearing aids to among others, Australian pensioners, 
concession cardholders, most veterans and to people aged 50 or over. Give them a call now on 131 797 or get in 
touch with Joyce at the DACWA Office for more details. 


A totally different workshop was held in October and presented by ILC MACS - Independent Living Centre WA 
Multicultural Aged Care Service. 

The aim of ILC MACS is to educate, support and partner aged care providers. Although the volunteers are not aged 
care providers as such, the workshop was attended with great interest. This was partly due to the very enthusiastic 
and warm presentation and to the contents: everything the volunteers heard was applicable to everyday life. 

The volunteers were encouraged to participate in small exercises. These exercises showed how easy it is to judge a 
book by its cover whereas, at the same time, a situation looks so much different when preconceived ideas are done 
away with. The tip of the iceberg is what is visible; underneath the water is what it is hidden, waiting to become 
visible once people become familiar with each other. 

Apart from a slide show with interactive exercises, the attendees were shown the differences between a good 
listener and a bad one; and common strategies for conflict resolution were discussed. 

This lively and interesting workshop was followed by a delicious lunch with amongst other fingerfood, mini spring rolls 
and Joyce’s homemade gado gado. Everyone present had such a good time and it is therefore a great pity that so 
few volunteers find the time to attend the workshops. Not only does a workshop require a lot of preparation and 
organization to get speakers, the contents of the workshops is educational and applicable to the volunteers in their 
relationship with the HVS/CVS clients. DACWA strongly advises the volunteers to make an effort to attend the 
workshops, which are a great tool to learn about being a volunteer, the workshops also give the opportunity to 
network and catch up with the other volunteers. Do it and be there next time. Looking forward to seeing you in 2012!

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The elegant City of Enschede 


Enschede , also known as Eanske in the local dialect of Twents, is a municipality and a 
city in the Netherlands East in the province of Overijssel and in the Twente region. 

The municipality of Enschede consisted just of the city of Enschede until 1935, when 
the rural municipality of Lonneker, which completely surrounded the city, was 
annexed after the rapid industrial expansion of Enschede, which began in the 1860s 
and also involved the building of railways and the digging of the Twentekanaal. 

PRE-INDUSTRIALISATION 

The early history of Enschede is largely unknown, but a settlement existed around the Old Marketplace in early 
medieval times. The name of this settlement is mentioned as Anescede or Enschede meaning either "near the 
border” (with Bentheim) or "near the Es" and sported a church, a marketplace and a fortified aristocratic house. 

Enschede was granted city rights around 1300 which were confirmed in 1325 by 
Bishop Jan III van Diest and was therefore allowed to protect itself with a wall. 

Because a stone wall was too expensive (since stone had to be imported), Enschede 
had a system of ditches, palisades and hedges instead, which is still reflected in the 
street-names Noorderhagen and Zuiderhagen (North Hedge and South Hedge, 
respectively). The city plan of this era is still recognisable in the street-pattern.

Because the medieval city was largely built of wood, and brick homes being the 

exception, fire was a constant risk and a series of fires in 1517, 1750 and again on 7 May 1862 earned the people 
from Enschede the nickname Brandstichters (arsonists). 

INDUSTRIALISATION 

The last fire coincided with the start of the growth of the city into a large production center of textiles, originally as a 
cottage industry, but since the start of the 19th century on an industrial scale, especially the manufacture 

of bombazijn (a mixture of cotton and linen) proved an export hit. One such factory to have 
produced textiles in the late 19th century is the Hardick & Seckel Factory. 

The industrialisation stimulated a large increase in population, which at first was rather 
chaotic. The Krim and Sevastopol, two neighbourhoods, were originally intended for housing 
of workers, but in the early 20th century turned into absolute slums. The Krim was on the 
south side of the old town and consisted of three long streets, lined with rows of five shelter 
homes. The much smaller Sebastopol laid to the east. 

The names of the slums, like de Krim and Sebastopol are still notorious, although they have 
long since been torn down. In 1907 the laissez faire mentality was dropped and Enschede was 
the first city in the Netherlands to draw up an official expansion-plan, incorporating the 
(surrounding) municipality of Lonneker. 

WORLD WAR II 

During the Second World War Enschede was one of the first Dutch cities to be captured by 
the Germans. Because it was close to Germany (only a few kilometers from the town of 
Gronau in Germany) and housed a German command center, Enschede was frequently 
bombed by allied troops, aiming for the German command center or mistaking Enschede 
for a German city. Enschede was liberated on 1 April 1945 by Allied, mainly Canadian, 
troops. 

THE END OF THE INDUSTRIAL AGE 

In the 1970s the textile production in Enschede came to a halt, due to fierce competition 
from mainly the Far East. This had a profound effect on the populace. Enschede became 
one of the poorest municipalities in the Netherlands and (de facto) went bankrupt. Large 
areas of industrial wasteland came to mark the city. 

With the support of the national government, this property was acquired and rebuilt. The 
city center was rendered a car-free zone, the importance of Enschede as an Eu-regional 
Centre was stimulated and Enschede managed to rise from the ashes; for once not literally.

FIREWORKS DISASTER 

The Enschede fireworks disaster was a catastrophic fireworks explosion occurring at the SE Fireworks depot on 13 
May 2000. 

The fire led to an enormous explosion which killed 23 people (including four firemen) and injured 947.The biggest blast was 
felt up to 30 kilometers from the scene. SE Fireworks was a major importer of fireworks from China and supplier to pop 
concerts and major festive events in the Netherlands. Prior to the disaster it had a good safety record and met all safety audits. 

A 40 hectare area around the warehouse was destroyed by the blast. Around 
400 houses were destroyed, 15 streets incinerated and a total of 1,500 homes 
were damaged, leaving 1,250 people homeless - essentially obliterating the 
neighbourhood of Roombeek. Ten thousand residents were evacuated. The 
damage bill eventually exceeded € 450 million. 

It appeared that the fire began in the work area of the central building where some 
900 kg of fireworks were stored. This fire then extended to two full containers that 
had been stored illegally outside in the open. A reaction of explosions eventually led 
to the ignition. The fireworks bunker ignition caused the explosion of 177 tons of 
fireworks, virtually destroying the area. 

A total of €8.5m in compensation was awarded to the victims of the Enschede 
firework factory explosion according to the organisation in charge of distributing the 
compensation, the UPV, having assessed 3,519 claims: 300 people cash for incurring 
extra costs, 136 people money for loss of income and 1,477 people compensation for health problems. The area that was 
destroyed by the blast has since been rebuilt. 

ENSCHEDE TODAY 

Elegant historic buildings in the town and surrounding area are evocative of Enschede’s rich textile past. Some of 

the town’s most notable monuments are the beautiful town hall, several beautiful 
churches and a unique synagogue. 

At the same time, large-scale urban renewal has given Enschede a new skyline with 
eye-catching, contemporary architecture. Well worth a visit is the Van Heekplein. This 
shopping centre gives the town a modern flair and a lively charm. 

Besides the familiar large department stores, a number of specialist shops have also 
been established around the Van Heekplein, making Enschede the ultimate shopping 
city of the East. 

TWENTE UNIVERSITY 

The Twente University teaches mainly technical studies. It's one of only three technical universities in the 
Netherlands. The university has courses in pure technical studies such as Applied Physics, Applied Mathematics, 
Mechanical Engineering, Electrical Engineering, Chemical Engineering, Informatics/Computer Science and 
Industrial Engineering. It also offers courses in Communication, Psychology, Economical Sciences, 

Business, Public Administration, Applied Medicine and Biomedical Technology. 

FAMOUS GROLSCH BIER 

The Grolsch brewery was founded in 1615 in Groenlo. The town of Groenlo was then known as 
Grolle, hence the name Grolsch, meaning 'of Grolle'. Grolsch is best known for its 5% abv pale lager, 

Grolsch Premium Pilsner. The brewery was first operated by Willem Neerfeldt. Neerfeldt's son-in- 
law, Peter Sanford Cuyper, later took over. Grolsch was, as of February 2006, the second largest 
brewer in the Netherlands (after Heineken) with annual production of 3.2 million hectoliters. The 
domestic market comprises fifty-one per cent of total production.

Christmas 2011. 

We are celebrating another festive season and again for 
many of us, our thoughts are going back to memorable 
events in our lives, that now gradually evaporate in the 
mists of time. I will start with the abbreviated Bible story 
from the book of Lucas, chapter two:- 

And it came to pass in those days, that there went 
out a decree from Caesar Augustus that all the world 
should be taxed. And all went to be taxed, everyone into 
his own city. And Joseph also went up from Galilee, out 
of the Nazareth into Judea, unto the city of David, which 
is called Bethlehem (because he was of the house and 
lineage of David). To be taxed with Mary his espoused 
wife, being great with child. And so it was that while they 
were there, the days were accomplished that she should be 
delivered. And she brought forth her firstborn son and 
wrapped him in swaddling clothes and laid him in a 
manger, because there was no room for them in the inn. 
And there were in the same country shepherds abiding in 
the fields, keeping watch over their flock by night. 

And lo, the Angel of the Lord came upon them and the 
glory of the Lord shone round about them and they were 
sure afraid. And the Angel said unto them: Tear not, 
behold, I bring you good tidings of great joy, which shall 
be to all people. For unto you is born this day in the city 
of David a Saviour, which is Christ the Lord. And this 
shall be a sign unto you, ye shall find the babe wrapped in 
swaddling clothes, lying in a manger'. 

And suddenly there was with the Angel a multitude of the 
heavenly host praising God and saying Glory to God in 
the highest, and on earth peace and goodwill toward men. 
And it came to pass as the Angels were gone away from 
them into heaven, the shepherds said to one another: 'Let 
us now go even unto Bethlehem and see this thing which 
is come to pass, which the Lord has made known unto us'. 

And they came 
with haste and 
found Mary and 
Joseph and the 
babe lying in the 
manger. And 
when they had 
seen it, they 
made known 
abroad the saying 
which was told 
them concerning 
this child. And 
all they that 
heard it 

wondered at those things which were told them by the 
shepherds. But Mary kept all these things and pondered 
them in her heart. 

And the shepherds returned, glorifying and praising God 
for all the things that they had heard and seen, as it was 
told unto them. And when eight days were accomplished 
for the circumcising of the child, his name was called 
JESUS, which was so named of the Angel before he was 
conceived in the womb. And when the days of her 


purification according to the law of Moses was 
accomplished, they brought him to Jerusalem, to present 
him to the Lord (as it is written in the law of the Lord, 
every male that openeth the womb shall be called holy to 
the Lord). And to offer a sacrifice according to that which 
is said in the Law of the Lord, A pair of turtledoves or two 
young pigeons. 

And behold there was a man in Jerusalem whose name 
was Simeon and the same man was just and devout, 
waiting for the consolation of Israel, and the Holy Ghost 
was upon him. And it was revealed unto him by the Holy 
Ghost that he should not see death before he had seen the 
Lord's Christ. And he came by the spirit into the temple 
and when the parents brought in the child Jesus, to do for 
him after the custom of the law. Then took he him up in 
his arms and blessed God and said 'Lord now lettest thou 
thy servant depart in peace, according to thy word, for 
mine eyes have seen thy salvation, which thou hast 
prepared before the face of all people, a light to lighten 
the Gentiles and the glory of thy people Israel'. And 
Joseph and his mother marveled at those things which 
were spoken of him. And Simeon blessed them and said 
unto Mary his mother: Behold this child is set for the fall 
and rising again of many in Israel and for a sign which 
shall be spoken against; (yes, a sword shall pierce through 
thy own soul also) that the thoughts of many hearts may 
be revealed. And when they had performed all things 
according-to-the Law of the-Lord, they returned into 
Galilee, to their own city Nazareth. 

And the child grew and waxed strong in spirit, filled with 
wisdom and the Grace of God was upon him. 

My own story about a Christmas, long ago, is a trip I 
made in the very cold hunger winter of 1944/1945, a trip 
from Varsseveld to Zaandam. 

We could not believe our eyes one day when we were 
reading those pamphlets glued on walls and nailed on 
trees, that we had to evacuate Arnhem before a certain 
date, or else we would be shot on sight when spotted. And 
so I went together with the other boarders and our 
landlord, our pushbikes loaded with food and clothes, 
north into the unknown, hopefully finding some place 
where to settle for the time. So we did by finding an 
abandoned holiday cottage in a bush-setting about six 
kilometers north of Arnhem. What we did not know, 
however, was soon revealed to us a few nights later, when 
a bomb exploded nearby in the middle of the night, 
shattering the windows and waking us up. It appeared that 
one of those V-One bomb launching pads had been set up 
nearby, blasting their missiles to London. This one 
misfired and blew up nearby. After a few days I returned 
to the ghost city, in order to report on German army units 
there, so this information could then reach the Allies south 
of the big river systems, separating the free south from the 
occupied north of the Netherlands. A few days later I was 
captured by a German patrol and marched to the 
commanding officer of a nearby anti aircraft gun 
emplacement. Going to be shot as a saboteur, I escaped in 
the confusion when the interrogation was disrupted as 
their guns started to fire at overhead Allied aircraft. This

all took place during the great battle for the Rhine Bridge 
near Arnhem, code-named 'Market Garden' from 17-25 
September 1944 between the Allied forces pushing north 
and the retreating Germans. 

I arrived in Doetichem where I looked up a resistance 
contact a few days later after having evaded road controls 
and one razzia where men were rounded up for transport 
to Germany. I finally arrived in Varsseveld, where I found 
shelter with friends already known to me, the builder/ 
farmer Willem Vriese and his family. 

From earlier days before the battle of Arnhem and its 
evacuation, I had learned to know the Vriese family as a 
representative of the “Zaanse Houthandel” in Arnhem 
selling timber to him. 

It was there that I found peace for some time after a year 
having been on the run to avoid capture by the Germans 
because of my earlier activities in Zaandam of helping to 
destroy a register of males between 18 and 30 years of 
age and also because of being a young male. 

It was fun, helping out with the daily activities of the 
family, especially at night time, when we brought out two 
long wires with a hook at the end, which we hung each on 
a negative and positive overhead power line, passing the 
farm and timber workshop. Blanketing out the noise of 
the various woodworking machines with old mattresses 
against windows and a door, we then started to fulfill the 
orders of Vriese's clients with power, stolen from the 
power lines, supplied from the German city of Bocholt, 
not so far away. The 'landwacht' or local Nazi police, who 
suspected what was illegally going on, by this time was 
too afraid to take action because of a possible retribution 
later-on when the Germans had so clearly lost the war. 
Life in those days especially in the rural areas was based 
on pure bartering, one exchanged potatoes, grain, milk 
products, eggs, beacon, meat or anything edible against 
other comforts of life like sugar, tea/coffee, smokes, coal/ 
firewood and even the table silver, bed sheets, jewelry 
etc. The local windmill produced flower from wheat and 
rye of which quite a lot disappeared in the black market of 
bartering. 

Now well into a savage cold December with snow 
covering the fields, with tree branches hanging down, 
heavy with snow and waterways frozen up, Christmas 
was not far away. My thoughts were with my parents, 
struggling with their food coupons, trying to stay healthy 
on a rather poor sort of diet. And so it was decided I 
should once again make the trip to Zaandam, bringing 
some cheer to the family, especially now for Christmas. 
With some bartering, I had real pneumatic tyres in good 
condition on my pushbike, now heavily loaded with 
edible goodies like flour, a baked chook, a side of beacon, 
boiled eggs, butter, a big loaf of freshly baked pure Rye 
bread, as well a milk to drink on the way and whole-meal 
sandwiches covered with worst and cheese. And there I 
went, early that cold morning, a few days before 
Christmas. 

Bike riding was relatively easy in the 'Achterhoek' from 
Varsseveld towards Doetinchem, but then coming onto 
the major roads towards Amsterdam, trouble started. 


Detours in various sections, and always looking at the sky 
for marauding Allied planes, shooting at trucks and cars 
passing by, making it necessary at times to dismount and 
cover in one of those slit trenches along the roads. Then 
when least expected, German police control of identity 
papers and at times a thorough inspection of the baggage I 
was carrying. But I was well prepared, on my left arm an 
armlet in red with on a white circular background the 
hated Swastika, bearing the stamp of 'Organisation 
Todt' (which I had retrieved from a body during the battle 
of Arnhem), together with relevant identity papers (partly 
fake), I managed to get through. But with all the delays, I 
had to overnight well over halfway with a welcoming 
farmer who let me sleep in a shed stacked with hay (before 
that I had taken off the enemy's armlet). 

Early the following day, after thanking the farmer, I 
continued my journey, now reaching the outskirts of 
Amsterdam. Well into the city, my front tyre sprung a 
leak. Luck was with me once again by spotting a bicycle 
shop not far away. An atrocious price was quoted to seal 
the punctured tube properly and I had to agree. It was 
midday. 

While this tyre was being repaired, I sat down on a box, 
unwrapped a sandwich and started to eat, thereby drinking 
some of the milk I had with me. 

While the man was at work, his wife came out of a door 
leading into the shop and whispered to her husband, while 
looking at me. When finished with his job and after 
pumping up the tyre, I pulled out my wallet to pay. He 
held up his arm and said, looking at me, 'Please sir, could 
you pay me with something to eat. I looked at him, 
noticing the deep set eyes in his white hollow face and 
saw his wife, now standing next to him. Without 
thinking I responded by handing over the rest of my 
sandwiches plus the milk left. I left the couple with their 
blessings for a good end to the rest of my trip. 

This is what we had come to in that terrible cold hunger 
winter. 

The home coming was joyful, you can imagine. Happiness 
however was tempered as my parents were worried that 
people in the street might have seen me arriving home 
with a heavily packed bicycle. That together with the fact 
that I was on the black list of the German Security police 
(because of my complicity in destroying the local male 
register), we decided that I should leave again 
immediately and not stay overnight. And away I went, 
back to Varsseveld on Christmas-eve, with a light heart 
but with tears in my eyes knowing that a better time could 
not be far away. 

To all of my readers, once again, I wish a Happy 
Christmas and a healthy New Year.
